On the specific proposal that 
German military units should be 
formed as part of a unified West- 
ern defense force, some diplomats 
believe no firm decision may be 
made for the time 'being.

He estimated that the 
country's 
total labor force—at home and in 
uniform—can be expanded to meet 
the needs of the next nine months 
and could be boosted by 5,600,000 in 
a war emergency. But he said man- 
power nevertheless will set

ultimate celling on war production. 


Unemployed Not Included 


The 5,600,000 figure .does not In- 


clude an estimated 2,000,000 or 3,- 
000,000 who might be drawn 
from 


the ranks of the unemployed, be- 
cause they are already counted in 
the labor force. The labor depart- 
ment said the 5,600,000 represents 
women, youths, retired workers and 
others who can be lured into jobs.

Hydrogen Bomb 
Material Found 
In Plain Water 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. It—</P>— 
The discovery of. tritium, the hy- 
drogen b6mb explosive, In water 
was announced today at the re- 
search institute of Temple Univer- 
sity. Trlilum presently costs near- 
ly, half a billion—$500,000,000—per 
pound as It is made with atomic 
reactions. 
. 
This natural tritium Is the rar- 
est element In nature. There Is one 
atom of tritium for every sextll- 
lion atoms of hydrogen in ordin- 
ary water—the kind th:-t comes 
out of your household faucets. 
Tritium is hydrogen of triple 
weight. It has been described as 
essential to the making 
of 
H- 
batnbs. The DuPont Company has 
;been comissloned -to build atomic 
.reactors presumably to make: this 
:rare stuff. Tritium l« to 'be used 
'along with double weight- hydro- 
gen—called deuterium—which ' ecl- 
entists know as "heavy water." 
The natural tritium was discov- 


ered with the spectroscope by W. 
F. Libby of the Institute of Nu- 
clear Studies, University of Chi- 
cago, and A. V. Grosse of the re- 
search institute of Temple Univers- 
ity.' It Is made by cosmic rays hit- 
ting nitrogen in the air, and chang- 
ing .It Into tritium an atom at a 
time.

Many of the stilted and 


stereotyped forms and ex- 
pressions which once plag- 
ued 
correspondence, both

given way to_ more 
direct 


styles of writing. Others per- 
sist. These latter lead peri- 
odically to campaigns to re- 
form the written language, 
to decrease its formality and 
add to its warmth and friend- 
liness, to shorten and enliv- 
en it.

SUPPRESSING CONFU- 


CIUS 


Mao Tze-tung, the Com- 


munist dictator of China, is 
reported to have ordered the 
destruction of the writings 
of Confucius as dangerous 
to Marxism. He is probably 
copying the procedures of 
Hitler and Stalin, but there 
also is Chinese precedent for 
him. In the second century 
B. 
C. the 
emperor Chi 


Hwang-ti, the builder of the 
Great Wall, wished to be 
remembered as the founder 
of Chinese civilization. 
He 


therefore ordered 
the de- 


struction of the books writ- 
ten before his day, including 
those of Canfucius. The or- 
der was imperfectly carried 
out, so that Confucius has 
survived 
to 
influence the 


Chinese ever since. No doubt, 
however, this act of suppres- 
sion cost the. world many 
other ancient books of inter- 
est, such as histories of the 
time, 
which would -solve 


many historical problems. 


Mao will have a far hard- 


er time of it than 
did Chi 


Hwang-ti. In the latter's day 
writings were preserved in 
only a few handwritten cop- 
ies, mostly kept in temples. 
The printing press has now 
spread editions of Confucius 
far and wide, so that to root 
them all out, in China alone, 
would be a nearly impossible 
task.

western coastal strip. 


The strikes were disclosed as al-

Age 
s important. Rheumatic fever be- 
gins In childhood at about 5 or 6, 
ilthough adults may have it. There 
s a susceptibility to the disease 
which causes rheumatic fever to bu 
nore common In some 
families 


:han 
in others. The other factors 


which may favor Its onact, com- 


bined with an Individual's suspectl- 
bllity, are frequent chilling, damp 
or over crowded living 
quarters 


and a poor diet. 


The early signs and symptoms 


may be slight. 
Some of them, 


which may occur singly or In com- 
bination are: failure to gain weight, 
poor appetite, pallor, repeated nose- 
bleeds, low persistent fever, 
and 


frequent complaints of pain In the 
arms, legs or 
abdomen. 
These 


symptoms do not necessarily mean 
that a child has rheumatic fever, 
brt they do indicate that he is be- 
low par and should he examined 
by a physician and his advice fol- 
lowed. Characteristic Signs. 
The more characteristic signs in- 


clude painful, inflamed joints. The 
child may be irritable 
without 


good reason, cry easily, or develop 
other nervous habits. 
It Is vitally Important to spare 


the heart unnecessary work for as 
long as the disease is active and 
for a period of convalescence af- 


terwards. A child with rheumatic 
fever should remain in bed until, 
in the physician's opinion, it is safe 
for him to get up. 
Some 
children 
recover 
from 


rheumatic fever without develop- 
ing heart trouble, or the damage 


to fhc heart may bo so slight that 
the child can live a normal life. 
In-other cases, the child recovers 
from tho acute attack but Is left 
with an Impaired heart.

Farm Talk— 
PMA Purchase Orders for Phosphate 
Legumes To Be Issued Here Tuesday 


By CLYDE JOHNSON 


Dally Sun Staff 


There's eood news for the far- 


mer this week 
Starting Tuesday morning, the 


PMA office will begin issuing pur- 
chase orders for legume seed and 
phosphate. 
Farmers- should secure approval 


of. .their practices, since this is ne- 
cessary before government assist- 
ance will be given, announced PMA 
Secretary Aobert J. Clicque. 
Purchase orders will be given 


for vetch, Austrian winter pe.as, 
Dixie wonder peas, crimson clover 
and rye grass. One-third of the soil 
building allowance—as set by -the 
county committee—or $100, which- 
ever is the smallest, will be allow- 
ed per farm in the winter legume 
program, Clicque said. 


Phosphate assistance is not to 


exceed four tons per farm or two 
tons per person. Also, the phos- 
phate comes from the 1950 pro- 
gram, and will be given only to 
farmers who have not already been 
•supplied this year. The legumes are 
under the 1951 program. 
"There is no danger in. us run- 
ning out; we've got plenty," said 
Clicque, urging farmers 
not 
to 
swarm into his office the first day. 
VWe can handle just so many." 


Clicque suggested that a period 


of about three weeks be used to 
make the purchase order issuances. 
Hlg office at present is busy issu- 
ing cotton marketing cards. So far, 
about 3,200 cards have been issued. 
.'About 250 persons, however, have 
failed to comply with regulations 
requiring excessive acreages. Un- 
til this is done, the farmer can 
shot get his card.

The Nation Today

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—UP)— 
This writer has great respect fo 
General George C. Marshall as 
man, as a citizen, as a soldier, an 
as a public servant. 
So what follows here is not near 
as a criticism of him. 
But hi 
selection by President Truman t 
succeed Louis Johnson as secretar; 
of defense raises one question a 
once: 
Why, In a country of 160,000,000 
people, docs one man, like Gen- 
eral Marshall, have to serve In one 
critical job after another? Are 
no other men capable of filling 
critical jobs well? 
Marshall was chief of staff dur 
ing World War II. He retired I 
1945, 
thinking that after his Ion 
army career and world war dutle 
he could get a well-earned rest. 
But the situation in China—bi. 
tween Chiang Kai-Shek and th 
Communists—was so bad that Tru 
man called the general out of re- 
tirement and sent him to China a 
the one man capable of mediatln 
the dispute. 


Then when 
Marshall 
flnlshe 
that job, Truman asked him to b 
secretary of state. 
A good ma 
was needed. Marshall was a goo 
man. 
He served until 111 healt 


forced him to retire again to pr 
vate life. 


He's 69 years old, and now, wit 
the nation in a dither over it 
defenses, Marshall once more 
asked to help the country out. 


Granted that Marshall Is one o: 
the outstanding men of his time 
It still 1s some kind of commen- 
tary on the other 150,000,000 peo- 
ple that one man repeatedly hag 
to be called on to bail his country 
out of trouble. 
Then- there's another question 


How. 
will Marshall make out 1 
Congress approves his appointmen 
as secretary of defense? 
Elec 
tions are coming in November. Fev 
people are sacred in politics. Wl 
he get a politiclal kicking around 
Until now the Republicans hav 
been blaming Secretary of Stat 
Dean Acheson for our China po 
icy. 
That policy can be state 
briefly: 
. Several years ago the Truma 
administration decided it was hop 
less to keep pouring help 
int 
Chiang Kai-Shek's government i 
its fight against the Chinese Com 
munists on these grounds: 
That Chiang's government was 
corrupt, that it wouldn't take th 
steps at reform necessary to hel 
itself, and that it could not wl 
against the Communists so long as 
it persisted in not reforming. 
As a result, American aid wa 
withdrawn and eventually the Com 
munists drove Chiang out. 
Marshall had a big hand in shap- 
ing that policy. 
When Acheson 


succeeded him as secretary of state 
the policy was continued, always 
of course, with the approval o 
Truman, who was the conectln, 
link between the two men. 


But for many months now, with 


the Communists in control of Chi 
na, Acheson has been condemnec 
by the Republicans for our Chine 
policy.. Senator McCarthy, Wlscon 
sin Republican, even called him 
the "Red Dean." 
It seems unlikely that anyone 
would dare try to put any Bed 
labels on Marshall but—. 
Now 
we'll have to see whether-Mar- 
shall Is going to be criticized 
along with Acheson for the China 
policy. The latter until now has 
had to bear the brunt of the at- 
tacks almost alone. 
In order for Marshall.to take the 
job as secretary of defense, Congres 
must change a law which it 'pass 
ed only a couple of years ago 
That law says no former' regular 
officer can be secretary of defense 
unless 10 years have elapsed since 
he left the service. 


Marshall retired from the Army 


only five years ago. So before he 
can be secretary of defense, Con 
gress will have to change the law 
—at least in his case. 
The pur- 
pose behind the plesent law, of 
course, was to preserve civilian 
cpntrol of the Armed Forces. 
That's part of the American 
Democratic tradition of 
keeping 
control of the country In clvillar 
hands and out of the hands of 
military men. 


Several members 
of 
Congress, 
lowever, offered strange reasoning 
n explaining why they'll approve 
jhanging the law for Marshall. 
They said they'd be against a 
military man as head of the armed 
'orces in ordinary 
times, 
but— 
these are unusual times and there- 
:6re it's all right to put in a mlll- 
.ary man. 


That's a. little like saying clyil- 
ans are all right till things get 
-ough, but then we need military 
eaders; If that thinking was fol- 
owed all the way down the line 
we'd have a military state, not 
Democracy. 


And that kind of thinking is 


:ompletely contrary to the thlnk- 
ng of the founding fathers who 
vanted civilian control to be sure 
hat military men always remaln- 
d servants of the people, not their 
masters. 


So It will be interesting to see 


ust how Congress changes the law 
o let Marshall 
haVe 
the job: 
Vhether it will wipe out the ban 
n military men altogether or Just 
elax the rule for Marshall alone.

Space Chemicals 
May Supply Fuel 
For Planet Trips 


SAN ANTONIO, Sept. 14— UP)— 
Using chemicals found 
in outer 
space may solve one of the major 
obstacles to inter-planetary flight. 
that of an adequate fuel supply. 
The opinion was expressed here 
by Dr. J, Kaplan, professor of 
physics at the University of Cali- 
fornia in Los Angeles, He is here 
to confer with Dr. Konrad Buetter 
of the Space Medicine Department, 
School of Aviation Medicine at Ran- 
dolph Air Force Base. 


In the space 26 to 70 miles above 
the earth's surface, Dr. Kaplan ex- 
plained, there is enormous photo- 
chemical activity caused by the 
sun. 
"This region," he said, "which Is 


low enough to be reached easily, Is 
believed to be rich In hydroxyl mole- 
cule, a recently discovered chemi- 
cal." 
The California scientist explained 
that this hydroxyl 
molecule 
Is 


packed with potential energy, and 
envisions it as a possible source to 
power space ships. 
"When pumped into a space ship 
and properly mixed," he said, "this 
newly discovered constituent 
of 
the high atmosphere, or perhaps 
some other chemosphere compon- 
ent, will probably serve as a fuel 
for Interplanetary flight ."

"exclusive agents" for ticket sales 
In several states followed. 
Hoover's statement said the ac- 
tion of the FBI took place beforfe 
the lottery tickets could be put 
on sale in any quantity. He said 
the tickets were offered for sale 
for $1.25 and $1.50 in Canada.

Modern Church Unity. 
This feeling of oneness'among 
Christians is the most potent force 
on earth today. As one instance o: 
its power, we recall that In Ger- 
many only the church courage- 
ously withstood Hitler and 
the 
Nazi program, 
While many are 
not aware of the fact, there is an 
awakening of Christian faith 
in 
many sections of the world today 
Deep-flowing in the world's dem- 
ocracies is a new understanding 
of the place of Christianity 
in 
practical affairs. 
Yet the Christian church miss- 
ed by a hair's breadth being a 
mere Jew.ish .sect. The 
;hrilling 
story of how Paul, Barnabas, and 
Peter won from the Jerusalem 
church a decision which gave the 
Christian church its freedom and 
allowed- It to 
go untrammelad 
with its message into the Gentile 
world, is told in the 10th, llth 
and 15th chapters of Acts. 
The 
Scnday school lesson this week 
deals .especially with the part that 
James played In the making of 
this decision. 
Partisan of Broad Feeling. 
James was the pastor of the 
Jerusalem 
church — or churches, 


as was most probably the case, 
since we know that thousands 
were gathered into the member- 
ship of the Christian church fol- 
lowing the experiences at Pente- 
cost. 
Although James was 
a 
Christian believer, he nevertheless 
kept to all the 'strict practices of 
the Jewish religion. Christian and 
non-Christian Jews alike revered 
him. Probably to, the end of hin 
days he adhered consciously 
to 
every Jewish rule regarding clean 
and unclean food, and to the many 
other rules which characterized 
that faith. The question put to 
him at the First Jerusalem Coun- 
cil was whether the recently con- 
verted Gentiles would have , to 
conform to the same practices, he 
did in .order -to have proper stand- 
ing in the Christian church. ' 
James manifested a breadth of 
faith which marks him out as one 
of the most inspiring of Biblical 
characters. 
He laid down the 
dictum 
that loyalty 
to Jesus 
Christ is the sole requirement in 
determining whether a man is or 
is not a Christian. 
Ritualistic 


practices have their place, said 
James In substance, and a very 
important place 'in the life 
of 
many religious people. ' For my- 
self. I shall always be a strict 
Jew .adhering to every require- 
ment of the Mosaic Law. But 
these Gentiles about whom Paul, 
Barnabas and Peter tell us have 
received the Holy Spirit, and are 
evidently acceptable to the Lord. 
Let them worship as they will. If 
they accept Jesus Christ as Lord 
and Master and live1 their lives 
accordingly, they are bur Chris- 
tian brothers and we accord them 
the hand of fellowship. 
Place for All Forms.

Children should not be treated as 
though they were younger than 
they are, and dignity which a par- 
ticular occasion in their lives de- 
mands should be respected, says 
the National Kindergarten Asso- 
ciation. 


For example, there was the time 


when 11-year-old Don rushed to 
greet his uncle as he .stepped from 
a plane. He shook hands with him. 
His mother, rather displeased, ask- 
ed him, "Why didn't you give your 
Uncle a kiss?" "Men don't kiss," 
he replied. "We're men!" 
Later, this same Don was invit- 
ed to dinner by the parents of 6- 
year-old Mary Sue. Her heart was 
completely won by the young guest.. 
"I liked Don, Mommie," she con- 
fided. "He didn't treat me like a 
baby." 
•Then, there, was little Betty—5- 
and-a-half years old. Her mother 
had allowed her to /spend 30 min- 
utes -of her bedtime with some 
guests. A cousin of her mother's 
rushed up to her, caught hold of 
her arms, and called everyone's 
attention to'the' child's new frock. 
Betty drew back. The relative look- 
ed hurt, but her husband quickly 
stepped forward, extended his hand, 
and in much the same manner that 
he had addressed his hostess, he 
said, "Good evening, Betty. How 
are you?" The sensitive youngster 
straightened up, held out her hand 
and smiled. "Very well, thank you," 
she answered. "How are you?" 


Some children, says the asso- 
ciation, begin very early to put 
childish ways behind them. This 
should not be discouraged, but 
neither should it be accentuated 
by Mother and Dad. Boys and 
girls should not be rushed from 
babyhood into adulthood; child- 
hood is a distinct period of life 
with opportunities and joys all 
its own. 
We do not want early sophisti- 
cation for^our children, but we do 
want them to feel the added im- 
portance that each completed year 
of achievement 
has .brought to 
them naturally. Even a very little 
child should have small' but reg- 
ular daily tasks,'and these should 
be replaced by more difficult ones 
as he grows older. One of our news- 
papers carried an interview with a 
young executive who believes very 
strongly that boys and girls should 
be given definite responsibilities at 
an early age. He said:' 


"My three-year-old selects each 
morning the tie I wear to the off- 
ice. I keep a spare at the office in 
case the choice is not appropriate." 
Mary Joe, "going on 13," cares 


for her baby, sister when Mother 
and Daddy go out for an evening. 
Also, she has the responsibility for 
her own room—making her bed be- 
fore school every morning. 
Her 
brother, a year older, has a paper 
route, takes care of the lawn, and 
runs errands for his parents and 
one of the neighbors. 
A certain lawyer was heard to 
relate: 
"I believe the reason my brother 
and I (both honor students at col- 
lege) have never been successful 
in our professions is that our fa- 
ther had the ridiculous Idea 'young 
gentlemen' didn't work 'with their 
hands—it wasn't 'genteel'! While 
the boys were hustling around, 
earning money in any honest way, 
we learned the art of laziness."

Nationalization 
Of British Steel 
Industry Slated 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—UP)—'fde La- 
bor government announced today 
it will take over the British steel 
Industry about Jan. 1. 
Winston Churchill, the Conserv- 
ative leader, 'promptly declared he 
would ask the House of Commons 
to adopt a virtual motion of cen 
sure. The motion will be' debated 
next Tuesday. If passed, it might 
lead Prime Minister Attlee to re- 
sign and ask for a new National 
election, 
Margin Slim. 
In view of its hairline majority 


in Commons—now only five votes— 
the Labor government had been 
expected until recently to let the 
explosive steel issue lie dormant 
for at least a few months. 


The bill placing the iron and 
steel Industry under state- owner- 
ship is effective Oct. 1. , The gov- 
ernment did not, however,. have to 
set up the corporation to run it or 
to fix a date for the actual take- 
over, at that time. 


Officers Due Oct. 2. 
But

afternoon 
George 
Strauss, the minister of supply, an 
nounced that officers of the cor- 
poration will be named Oct. 2. 
Strauss, under whose department 
the industry will operate when na- 
tionalized, said it will be taken over 
on Jan. 1 "or as soon as practic- 
able-thereafter." . 
Churchill jumped up and said he 
will offer a motion "regretting that 
at this most critical period in our 
national safety and affairs abroad 
we should be by this act of the 
government plunged into the fierc- 
est-party controversy at home!"

Ill's motion will keep the surrent 
emergency session of parliament- 
called to discuss defense matters— 
in London ari extra day.
